MEDICAL RESEARCH COUNCIL 
ESTABLISHES NEW GRANTS 


The Medical Research Council (MRC) has 
approved the establishment of two programs: 
Program Grants and Research Professorships. 

Two years ago the Council asked an ad hoc 
committee chaired by D.S. Layne, and 
including V. Chernick, J.C. Laidlaw, T.S. 
Leeson, R.A. Nadeau, and K.J. Paynter, to 
consider the desirability of adding to the 
methods of support of collaborative research. 
The report of the committee advocating the 
formal inauguration of Program Grants has 
been considered by the Council on several 
occasions and has now been adopted. 
Beginning with awards to take effect in 
1976-77, Program Grants will be available as 
described below. 

The support of collaborative research is by 
no means an innovation for MRC. In 1974-75, 
some 114 operating grants were held in the 
names of two investigators and a further 36 
by three more. There were also the Block 
Grants. The latter, however, were intended 
more to provide a group of grantees with 
greater administrative flexibility in the funds 
awarded them for individual, and not 
necessarily related, projects; they were seldom 
sought except by small groups of researchers 
within a single department. Program grants, 
as their name implies, are intended to facilitate 
the development of multi-faceted programs. 

Research Professorships are to assist 
Canadian investigators whose research has 
reached a stage where significant advance 
could be expected from a period of 
intensified effort. Up to three Research 
Professorships will be available in each year, 
with not more than one award to a given 
university in a single year. The number of 
applications from a given school in any one 
competition will be limited to three. 


PROGRAM GRANTS 

1. Program Grants are one of the methods 
used by the Medical Research Council to 
facilitate the further growth in Canada of 
team research. 

2. Program Grants may be used to support 

a research program involving closely 
integrated research activities carried out by 
two or more investigators. The program may 
be multi-disciplinary or within one discipline, 
and may originate and be carried out in one or 
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several departments, faculties, or universities. 
Each part of a program should be of sufficient 
quality to merit funding as a separate project 
under the Operating Grant Program and there 
should be expectation of enhanced productivity 
by bringing the different parts into one 
program. 

3. Program Grants may be used for the 

same categories of expenditures as are the 
other types of Operating Grants (Categories 
A,B,C, and D). The current guidelines which 
apply to the other forms of grants-in-aid, 
governing such matters as the use of grant 
funds, employment under grants, termination 
or transfer of grants, and the use of funds 

for travel shall also apply to Program Grants. 
Extra travel funds may be provided if needed 
by members of a team separated by a 
considerable distance geographically, but 

such funds must be specified and justified in 
the application. 

4. Program Grants may be awarded for up 
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to three years and may be renewed. It is 
expected that the investigators seeking 
Program Grants will, at the time of 
application, be in a position to make a good 
estimate of their probable expenditures during 
the term of the grant. In ordinary 
circumstances the Medical Research Council is 
not prepared to consider applications for 
supplements during the term of the awards. 
5. Requests for items of equipment which are 
required for the program and which cost more 
than $10,000 should be submitted con- 
currently as a separate application. Council 
will determine the institution which will hold 
title to the equipment. 
Eligibility 
In general Council will consider applications 
for Program Grants originating from 
investigators holding academic appointments 
in Canadian health professional schools. 
Council will also consider applications for 
Program Grants from investigators in 
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university faculties outside the health sciences, 
whether or not the program includes projects 
by investigators in health science faculties, 
but the work of the former must clearly have 
direct relevance to the area of human health. 

In some cases it may be appropriate for an 
investigator to be a member of a team 
supported by a Program Grant and at the 
same time to hold another Operating Grant 
(Category A,B,C, or D) though it will be 
expected that participation in research 
supported by the Program Grant will be 
something more than peripheral. 


Applications 

1. Applications for Program Grants should 
be submitted on an MRC form in 12 copies 
signed by all the investigators concerned. One 
of the investigators should be identified as a 
co-ordinator of the program and in the event of 
an award will be referred to as the principal 
grantee. (The principal grantee will deal with 
MRC on behalf of the team on administrative 
matters concerning the grant.) Submissions 
should also be signed by the appropriate 
authorities of the institutions involved. 
Complete information about other research 
funds held by or applied for by each 
investigator must be included in the 
application. 

2. Research proposals should be submitted 

in two parts: (a) a general statement of the 
overall aim of the program (approximately 
500 words), and (b) a detailed proposal for 
each part of the program, with an indication 
of the investigator or investigators responsible 
for each phase of the work. Applications for 
renewal must contain a progress report 
summarizing the research conducted during the 
period of the grant, and clearly stating the 
new contributions to knowledge which have 
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resulted from the work completed. A statement 
of the work to be done during the period for 
which renewal is requested should also be 
submitted, and in sufficient detail for 
assessment to be made of the probable 
contributions to the advancement of the 
research objectives. 

3. Applications for Program Grants must 

be submitted by October 1 and decisions 
about them will be taken by Council at its 
March meeting. In many cases a site visit 

will be part of the assessment process. 

4. When a group of investigators each in 
charge of projects presently supported by 
Operating Grants (Category A,B, or C) 

wish to seek support for continuation of these 
projects through a Program Grant, they should 
make application only for a Program Grant. 
In the event that the application for a 
Program Grant is unsuccessful, their Operating 
Grants will be continued for one year with a 
percentage increment determined by Council. 
An investigator not presently holding an 
Operating Grant (Category A, B, or C) may 
be a member of a team that applies for a 
Program Grant and may also submit an 
application for a Category C Operating Grant 
with respect to his research which is part of 
the proposed Program. If the Program Grant 
application is unsuccessful, such an 
investigator will be awarded a Category C 
Grant if that application is successful in 
competition. 

RESEARCH PROFESSORSHIPS 

Purpose 

A limited number of Medical Research 
Council Research Professorships are offered 
to provide an opportunity for faculty 
members to spend a year at full-time research 
in their own laboratories free of their 
ordinary teaching and administrative 
responsibilities. The award is intended for 
those investigators whose research has reached 
a point at which special benefits can be 
expected from a period of intensive work 
after which they would return to their usual 
teaching and research responsibilities. 


University Undertaking 

Applications should be made by the Dean of 
a health science faculty. The university must 
undertake to relieve a Research Professor of 
all administrative and teaching duties except 
the supervision of graduate students and to 
make suitable arrangements with the Research 
Professor about his return to ordinary 

faculty status at the end of his award. 


General Terms and Conditions 

A Research Professor will be a appointed for 
a period of one year only and he will be 
expected to devote 100 percent of his time 

to research, except for the supervision of 
graduate students. 


Salary 

Research Professors will receive from the 
Medical Research Council a salary based on 
the schedule of salaries for MRC Associates, 
if this is concurred in by the university 
concerned. Salary payments will be made 
through the business office of the university 
and will be subject to income tax. In addition 
to providing funds for the salary of the 
Research Professor the Council also 
undertakes to provide the employer’s share 
of contributions made on his behalf to the 
university’s pension scheme and other benefits 
in which university members normally 
participate. The salary provided by the 
Medical Research Council may be 
supplemented from university funds at the 
discretion of the university and with the 
knowledge of the Council. 


Eligibility 

The candidate’s principal appointment must be 
as a member of a health science faculty and he 
must be engaged there in a research program 
of high promise. 


Applications and Date of Appointment 
Applications for Research Professorships 
should be forwarded by the Dean of the 
sponsoring faculty on an MRC form 
accompanied by the necessary documents. 
The deadline for their receipt by Council is 
November 15 and the decision of Council 
will be announced in March. 

Appointments as Research Professors may 
be taken up in the period between June 1 and 
September 1 following the March meeting of 
Council at which awards are made. 


SUMMER STUDENT EMPLOYMENT 

The Medical Research Council has raised the 
limit which a grantee is permitted to pay 
undergraduate students employed on MRC 
grants during the summer. In 1975, grantees 
may pay such employees $1,500 for the 
summer or $500 per month, whichever is the 
lesser. Grants for 1975-76 will not however 
be increased for this purpose. 

The maximum permitted stipends associated 
with MRC Summer Undergraduate Research 
Scholarships have been increased from $1,200 
to $1,500 for the summer period. 


FUNDING FOR MRC 

Main Estimates tabled in the House of 
Commons February 19, 1975 include 
$48,434,000 for MRC programs for the year 
beginning April 1, 1975. This allocation is in 
addition to the special supplement of $2.5 
million provided five months ago, the effect of 
which will largely be felt in 1975. 

These increases mean, among other things, 
that there will be approximately 100 more 
grants-in-aid held in 1975-76 than were held 
in 1974-75 prior to the supplement. The 


number of young investigators offered MRC 
scholarships in 1975 has been restored to 25 
from 20, and the number of new awards 
offered to research trainees entering MRC 
Fellowship and Studentship programs has been 
increased by 18 over 1974-75. Those holding 
awards will, in addition, receive substantially 
higher stipends than were in effect in 1974-75 
(see MRC Newsletter January 1975). 


NATIONAL LIBRARY TO 
MICROFILM WESTERN CANADIANA 


A Bibliography of the Prairie Provinces by 
Bruce Peel, Librarian to the University, is 
the definitive listing of books concerned with 
western Canada. Published by the University 
of Toronto Press, it is in its second edition, 
and lists 4,415 items, some of them very 

rare indeed. 

The National Library of Canada has been 
given a grant of $150,000 by the Devonian 
Group of Charitable Foundations, of Calgary 
to reproduce in microfiche every item in the 
bibliography. Forty research libraries in Canada 
and the USA have had no hesitation in 
agreeing to take up the package, for they will 
be receiving material at a fraction of what it 
would cost to buy the originals if, indeed, they 
were available. 

Mr. Peel will be honored by the 
Bibliographical Society of Canada at its 
June meeting in Toronto when he will be 
presented with the Tremaine Medal. 


HOME ECONOMISTS CONCERNED 
ABOUT STATUS OF WOMEN 
IN ALBERTA 


The Home Economists of Alberta are deeply 
concerned about the status of women in this 
province. At the recent annual meeting of the 
Alberta Home Economics Association 
(AHEA) several resolutions were passed urging 
the Alberta government to: 

1. Immediately establish an Alberta Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women; 

2. Immediately introduce maternity leave 
legislation in accordance with the 1967 

United Nations Declaration on the Elimination 
of Discrimination Against Women (ratified 

by Canada, but not acted upon by Alberta); 

3. Release to the public the “Report on sex 
role stereotyping in Alberta secondary 
textbooks;” 

4. Establish definite guidelines to improve 

the image of women in Alberta government 
Media. 

The Alberta Home Economics Association 
Special Committee on the Status of Women 
felt that Alberta should be a leader in 
Promoting equal rights, status, and opportunity 
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for women. But, they said, unfortunately this 
seems to be far from the case in 1975, 
International Women's Year.
